AL NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
Navy had to send a number of 
ships home from the Australian 
cruise last summer because they 
were not properly constructed, 
Representative McClintic, Demo- 
crat, of Oklahoma, on the House 
Naval Committee, today declared 
before that committee. He went 
to Australia with the fleet. 
Announcements from the Navy 
Department, based upon the report 
of Admiral Coontz, then comman- 
der-in-chief of the fleet, have said 


that no major engineering break- 
down was encovatered on the 
cruise, 

Recently, however, a conYiden- 
tial report of Admiral Coontz on 
the fleet was transmitted to the 
Senate Naval Committee, which, 
while guarded with closest secrecy 
at the behest of naval officials, was 
indicated as stating that a number 
of minor engineering ‘ difficulties 
were encountered. The aggregate 
effect of these troubles was not re- 
vealed. 


Mr. McClintic said lack of ade- 
quate inspect!on of new vessels was 
reeponsible for the condition he 
described and asserted that: the 
Navy had to spend nearly $1,500,- 
000 for alterations on the ten new 
7600-ton cruisers of the Omaha 
class after completion. 

“Boome of the ships that are be- 
ing built for the Navy,” he said,

Mr. McClintic asserted that offi- 
cers of the naval construction corps 
are never assigned to vessels and 
seldom if ever are present on the 
trial trips. Although referring to 
the Omaha class requiring 
many alterations, ae did not say 
what ships were returned from the 
Australian trip. 

He enumerated the as 
terations as necessary on th 
ha class: 

Removal of lower deck torpedo 
tubes; pvp sw anchor hoisting. equip- 
ment; alterations In gun mounts; 
reduction by fifteen’ feet of height 
of masts on several ships; inetalla- 
tion of new devits for lowering the 
lifeboats: signal bridges too @mall; 
navigation instruments poorly lo- 
cated; main deck not well venti- 
lated; wash rooms too small.

The 
only food they had was two spaér- 
rows caught by Reeder.

‘Marshal Feng Yu-Hstang’s Kuomin- 
chun army leaders are pushing 
troops to the battle line, forming 
to the south of that city and ex- 
tending to the west seventy miles 
in the direction of Paoting-Fu, 
which also wil! be held against the 
Chihii and Shantung forces. The 
entire Peking garrison has been 
shifted to Tien-tsin, occupying the 
native city.

But where 
can the War Department quickly 
secure thousands of airplanes with 
all of their parts, millions of shells 
of all sorts and the vast array of 
technical machinery of war? No- 
body is making these things in 
any — quantity. During the 
Worl Var we spent months of 
time and billions of dollars to get 
them, and in the final show-down 
our troops used British and French 
machine guns and airplanes and 
tanks and we had 2,000,800 men in 
France fighting in part with ma- 
terials we had not been able to 
provide. 

The War Department eastiy rec- 
ognizes that we can not maintain. 
in peace time, thousands of fac- | 
tories just waiting to make war- 
time material. So the problem of 
industrial preparedness is being 
met by a complete survey and 
study of all of the manufacturing 
planta of the United States. The 
Assistant Secretary of War and his’ 
small group of assistants have cot 
to know what this and that factorv 
can do if tt has to, and where it 
can get the machinery, or how it 
can change its reguiar machinery, 
and how many men it will need 
and what the job Will cost. Also 
the factory owner has got to know 
this, and there must be a record, 
kept up to date all] the time... in 
the War Department, which shows 
that the factory owner knows it 
and will do it, and will not charge 
an unreasonable price for doing it. 

There is no law compelling the 
factory owner to do this, but the 
War Department hag all the force 
of public opinion, and the ability 
to ask for legal power if the busi-, 
ness leaders of the nation were not | 
willing to help, and ft is finding.

The Port of Portland 
commission has sajd that it would 
be satisfied with a bridge having 
a height of 175 feet for a clearance 
of not less than 600 feet wide. This 
is based on the helgbt of the fa- 
mous Quebec bridge. one of the 
few spans that cross the main 
navigable channel between a large 
city and the sea. 

The Portland Chamber of Com- 
meree, however, is not satisfied 
with the specification outlined by 


the port commission and has 
called for a new hearing. The 
chamber wants a vertical clear- 


ance of not less than 225 feet. It 
demands chat now and for all] time 
the bridge be high enough above 
the Columbia to clear all ships 
that come here or may come here 
at the highest stages of the Col- 
umbia River.

NEW YORK, March 2.—After 
showing a somewhat better tone in 
the early part of the day, the stock 
market today was called upon to 
absorb another flood of liquidation 
in the afternoon, under which the 
list again broke rather badly. Dur- 
ing the forenoon a handful of spe- 
cilalties continued under pressure, 
but selling appeared to have run 
its course in the general run of 
stocks. With the tlirn of the day, 
however, heavy pressure Was 
brought to bear against the util- 
ities where values literally crum- 
bled away as extensive liquidation 
was released. Panicky selling of 
those stocks on the curb turned 
speculators’ attention to the lists. 
Stop loss selling was extensive in 
that quarter, and the weakness 
again unsettled the general list. 
Relaxation in money refiecting the 
passing of the month and strain 
proved only a temporary helpful 
influence. Equipment stocks did 
better with the locomotive report 
out of the way, and the rails held 
firmly tn response to the satisfac- 
tory showing of January earnings, 
but elsewhere the trend was down- 
ward although a slight rally de- 
veloped toward the finish. 


Utilities Break Badly 

Just when it appeared that the 
worst of the selling had been wit- 
nessed, and that a rally might get 
under way, the professionals who 
had limited their fresh selling op- 
erations to a handful of special- 
ties in the forenoon launched a 
drive against the public utilities 
stocks. Heavy selling of 
shares followed a resounding crash 
in a few of t'.e recent favorites on 


the curb, such as American Light, 
which came down over 20 paints, 
United Light and Power A, which 
crashed almost 40 points and Unit- 
ed Gas Improvement, where a fur- 
ther loss of 20 points was sustained 
on top of the recent break. On the 
big board selling pressure was 
concentrated against American 
Waterworks, driving that stock 
down almost 10 peints while ex- 
tensive liquidation was forced in 
Americen and Foreign Power, Na- 
tional Power, North Americah, 
Electric Powe, and tiight and 
Montana Power carrying them to 
new lows for the year. Columbia 
Gas heid firmly in ‘ace of the an- 
neouncement of the proposal to in- 
crease the authorized amount of 
capital stock, 
‘ American Loco’s Report 
With the annual report of Amer- 
ican Locomotive out of the way.

:| MAN WHO TOOK RABBIT 


TO AUSTRALIA DEAD 


John R. Collison, who is said to 
have been the first person to in- 
troduce rabbits into Australia, has 
Ccled at his home at Langley, near 
Maidstone. Mr. Coljlison, who was 
85 years of age, was a great trav- 
eler in his early days, and owned 
a large ranch in Australia. 

The credit of introducing rab- 
bits into Australia is a doubtful 
honor, and if Mr. Collison was 
really the ploneer, the Common- 
wealth is not likely to erect a sta- 
tue to his memory. 

Effects of the rabbit's introdue- 
tion into Australia include loss of 
$100,000,000 worth of crops a year, 
$5,000,000 a year spent on efforts 
tec exterminate it.

Ferrets were introduced to kill 
the rabbits, but they developed a 
taste for poultry insfead. Foxes 
were tried, but they made friends 
with the dingoes—bush dogs-—and 
their progeny created 
among the sheep.

The 
problem of the Australian rabbit 
baffled Pasteur himself.

OOARNO THREATENED 

Austen Chamberlain, British Foreign 
Secretary, may be the first martyr of Lo- 
carno. He is subject to an attack both at 
home and abroad because he declines to 
make an advance statement concerning 
his position on the proposal to enlarge the 
Council of the League of Nations. If the 
proposal were put to a vote of.the mem- 
bers of the League it would carry by a big 
majority; for every nation represented in 
the Assembly wants a seat in the Council. 
But Germany is indignantly protesting 
against such a procedure. The Germans 
hold that it would be unfair to them to add 
to the Council one or more nations that 
are likely to be unfriendly to German aims 
and aspirations. 


During the last few days a violent dis-| 


cussion has been raging overseas over the 
proposal to eilarge the Council. Members 
of the German government bave said that 
their country will not enter the League if 
other governments are to be admitted at 
the same time. As the Treaties of Locar- 
no do not become effective until Germany 
is a member of the League it is apparent 
that the Locarno spirit is not yet con- 
densed and is likely to evaporate. 

The discussion is far-reaching in its ef- 
fect, and the Council may become the ap- 
ple of discord in the. League. When Cham- 
berlain was interpellated in Parliament on 
Monday he asked that the Chamber be 
cleared of all but members and that those 
members should withdraw who would not 
agree to keep the nature of the discussions 


a secret. This action in itself shows the, }- 


delicate nature of the affair. 
In asking that the Chamber be cleared 
Sir Austen said: 

I do not think the interests of peace 
and international understanding are 
served by members of individual gov- 
ernments saying what they will or will 
not do. They meet in a great world 
council—the Council of the League of 
Nations—and I do not see how we ‘can 
ever come to an agreement if all of us 
announce our policy beforehand and 
are tinwilling to make any concessions. 


While this may smack to some of secret. 


diplomacy, it is sound im principle. If the 
hands of the members of the Council are 
to be tied behind their backs by their fn- 
dividual governments they can offer noth- 
ing in the interests of international harf- 
mony or of anything else. Every just law 
and every just international government 
has been the result of a compromise. It 
is only when force intervenes that the 
more powerful takes all and gives nothing. 

Chamberiain’s position resembles in part 
that of Henry Clay during the great sia- 
very debates before the war. He sought 
to mollify sectional hate and suspicion, .to 
avoid the inilitary settlement that was 


forced after his death. With his depart- 


ure from the Senate the spirit of compro- 
mise departed and war was inevitable. 


Chamberlain was the great mediator of 


Locarno. He seeks to play that role again 


at Geneva; bus he cannot do so if too 


strict limitations are placed on his authori- 


ty by Parliament. 

How regrettable it appears from this dis- 
tance that the spirit of Locarno should 
How regrettable that peo- 
ples stirred by a vision of peace for a brief 
period should sink back so soon within 
their baser selves! If Europe cannot re- 
spond to asnew hope; then Europe itself is 
hopeless. 

France and Italy—at least Briand and 
Mussolini—desire that the menibership of 
the Council shall be enlarged. Chamber- 
lain would prefer that no action be taken 
in that direction at this time. But he and 
his government stand almost alone in sup- 
port of the German conteation that no 
other members be elected to the Couhcil. 
If the members of the League should di- 
vide inte contending factions over this 
question the life of the League itself would ‘ 
be threatened. ~ 


Malicious influences outside the League 


are already at work seeking to widen the 


breach, to cripple its influence. And if the 
League falls, after it the deluge of blood 
that may be sufficient to engulf a whole 
civilization. 


The peoples yearn for peace; but the 
politicians precipitate crisis after crisis. 
Yet it is possible that the higher power 
which has guided the present civilization 
through so many crises may again inter- 
vene. Those who once cried “God save the 
King!" may now well cry “God save the 
spirit of Locarno!”

Only the trained eyes of the 
nvestigators detected the differ- 
ence between the headache pills 
and the opium pills in the Chinese- 
labeled bottles. According to dep- 
uty sheriffs, $10,000 worth of dope 
was seized. 

The officers are confident more 
are hidden in the Chi- 
nese den somewhere and today 
conducted a further search, without 
success. Small dark rooms, with 
barred windows, rooms without 
windows, bunks fer opium smok- 
ers and othef amazing things were 
uncovered when the doors were 
battered.

READY-MADE 


How Railroads Got ‘Support’ 
for War on Terminal 
Witnesses Tell Rail Board of 
One-Sided Proceedings 


Union Station Hearings to Go 
on Again Today | 


The first day of the resumed 
hearings of the State Raliroa4d 
Commission on the question of a 
union terminal for Los Angeles 
was marked yesterday by certain 
revelations regarding the manner 
in which the railroads obtained 
their boasted indorsements from 
chambers of commerce of outside 
communities. 

As “resolutions” from various 
organizations outside of Los An- 
geles were duly offered the com- 
mission for incorporation into the 
record of millions of words already 
on file on the termina] problem 
City Attorney Stephens, Special 
Assistant Max Thelen and Attorney 
Hugh Gordon, counsel for the Cen- 
tral Development Association, con- 
ducted an enlightening cross-ex- 
armination. 

“Where did the text of this reso- 
lution of the Pomona Chamber of 
Commerce come from originally?” 
City Attorney Stephens of 

M. H. Page of the Pomona 
Chamber of Commerce. The an- 
ewer was, “From a re ntative 
of the Paolfic Liectric way.” 

Arthur J. Johneon of the Mon- 
rovia Chamber of Commerce teat!- 
fied that the original text of the 
Monrovia resolution had been giv- 
en to the directors by a man from 
the Pacific Electric. 


MOST OF THEM IDENTICAD 

City Attorney Stephens cross-ex- 
amined each of the reons offer- 
ing resolutions along the same lines 
and, obtaining in most cases the 
same responses, called the commis- 
sion’s attention to the fact that 
most of the resolutions were iden- 
tical In text, 


The  cross-examinations also 
brought out @eclarations that in 
no case hed the organizations in- 
fdorsing the cerriers’ plan, as re- 

vested hy the railroads, had be- 
ore them persons setting forth the 
merits of the Plaza wni atation 
Plan or the fact that the carriers’ 
plan had been rejected by both the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the Ratiroad Commission, and 
that both of these commissions had 
approved a union passenger station 
in the Plaga area as a basic factor 
in eliminating grade crossings and 
main-line train movements on Ala- 
meda street. 

City Clerk Victor D. McCarthy 
of El Segundo that at the 
meeting of the Trustees at which 
the carriers plen was indorsed 
members of the Trustees had found 
on their de«ks copies of the parh- 
phiet published by the rafiroads 
setting forth their plan. In nearly 
all cases the crorss-examination 
showed that representatives of the 
railroads had appeared before the 
chambers of commerce and other 
orgen'zations and had told that the 
carriers’ p'an would speed Pacific 
Blectric cars into Los Angeles, and 
then followed the adoption of the 


resolutions already prepared by the 
railrcads. 


PETITIONS OF SAME FORM 


At the open of the day's ses- 
sion a number of organizations out- 
side of Los Angeles filed petitions 
for permission to intervene in the 
terminal case, City Attorney ®te- 
phens called the commission's at- 
tention to the fact that these pet!- 
tions for the right to intervene al! 
followed the same form, with the 
names of the cities written in. 

Charlies A. Bland of the Long 
Reach Chamber of Commerce, 
however, tertified that that organt- 
zation had resisted the blandieh- 
menta of the railroads and, through 
ite executive officer, declared that 
the terminal question Is atrictly a 
Los Angeles problem. 

Helen K. Brook of the El Se- 
gundo Chamber of Commerce tes- 
tified that the Pacific Electric held 
three memberships and the Santa 
Fe one in that Chamber of Com- 
merce, which adopted the usual 
plan. ; 

The commission's hearing will be 
resumed this morning. 


ADVANTAGE SHOWN 


i’ The advantages to the public and 
to the railroads of a union passen- 
ger station in the Piaga area as or- 
dered by the Natlroad Commission 
in 1921 and approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in 
July last, were set forth to the 
Rallread Commission yester?ay in 
the testimony of George 8S. Hill of 
the commission's engineering de- 
partment. Mr. Hill testified that 
the ratiroads had not prepared 
and presented plans for a Plaza 
union passenger station in the
